The date* on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4, Subject to the provisions of these Rules, all Ex- 
Servicemen will be eligible to n ppcar at this examination. 

Note.’ — F or the purpose of these rules, “Ex-Servicemen” 
means n person, who has served in any rank (whether as 
a combatant or as non-combatant), In the Armed Forces of 
the Union ( viz . Naval, Military or Air Forces of the Union), 
including the Armed Forces of former Indian States but 
excluding the Assam Rifles, Defence Security Corps, General 
Reserve Engineering Force, Tammu St Kashmir Militia, hok 
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Vdiayak Sena and Territorial Army, for a continuous period 
of not less than six months after attestation as on 3rd Decern* 
her, 1973 and— 

(i) has been related, otherwise than by way of dis-

(ii) has to serve for not more than six months as on 
3rd December, 1973 Tor completing the period of 
service requisite for becoming entitled to bo releas- 
ed or transferred to the reserve as aforesaid.

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

( c ) a subject of Nepal, or 


(vi) up lo a maximum eight years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is 
also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin froja 
Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and has nrig- 
mted to India on or after 1st November, 1964, under 
i lie Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964, 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(viij) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a

2. to play a dynamic role in examining the problems of 
marketing, processing, storage and transprot of the 
commodities and in their trade and pricing and advising 
the Government thereon; 

3. to bring suitable co-ordination between reasearch and 
development programme by formulation of the pro- 
grammes and in advising research agencies about the 
quality needs of the market in the commodity; 

4. to consider the noods of the export market and adjust the 
programmes of development suitably thereto; and 

5. to perform such other functions designed to assist in the 
development of the commodity as may be assigned from 
time to time. 

3. The Indian Arecanut Development Council will have 
powers to set up as necessary Standing Committee, Technical 
Committee and Ad-hoc Committee to look into issues of special 
importance and to co-opt members, where necessary., (such as 
representatives of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests.) 

4. The Council will meet periodically at important centres 
of trade and industry, in areas in which Arecanut is grown and 
will make recommendations to the Government of India. 

5. The term of the Council will be up to 31-12-1976. Mem- 
bers of Parliament will cease to be the members of the Council 
as soon as they cease to be Members of Parliament.
